The  auth<»r  of  the  article  la 
Irving  Wallace,  and  he  records 
a poser  that  once  confronted  the 
I*  S.  Mall  In  the  slate  of  Utah  It 
appears  that  In  1916.  the  direr* 
lorn  of  a hank  at  Wmal.  Utah,  de- 
cided to  build  a modem  two-siory 
fireproof  bank  building  97'x70' 
and  that  liO.nOO  bricks  were  re- 
quired for  Its  erection.  Freight 
handlers  demanded  IS  rents  a 


brick,  or  ST.SOO  in  all.  to  bring 
the  bricks  from  the  nearest  brick 
kilns  at  Salt  Lake  Oiy.  194  miles 
by  road  from  that  city. 

It  seemed  that  the  project  was 
doomed  bgt  one  of  the  direc- 
tors found  (hat  they  could  be  sent 
*by  mall  at  about  7 cents  per 
brick!  This  was  ahi>ut  half  the 
cost  of  freight  Vernal.  150  air- 
jniles  from  Sglt  Lake  City, 
brought  the  rate  Into  second  zone 
postage  though  the  mall  actually 
traveled  407  miles  by  standard 
and  narrow  gauge  railroad  and 
the  final  lap  by  wagons.  Postal 
' regulations  limited  weight  of  a 
pa<^kage  to  ten  hn<.ka  which  ne> 
eensitated  5.00(1  packages  of 
brickv.  The.  route  carrier  was 
required  to  report  mall  not  de^ 
llvered  withln.one  week  of  arrival 
at  the  railway  terminus. 
Swamped  with  tons  of  bm  ks,  the 
earner  notified  Washington  and 
the  Pmi  Office  Department  <le- 
cided  it  w*as  not  obligatory  to  de- 
liver more  than  300  lbs.  of  mall  to 
any  one  consignee  In  any  on^day. 
At  thLs  rate  It  would  have  Taken 
over  three  years  to  deliver  the 
bricks  at'  the  rate  of  40  bricks  a 
day

Festival  Crown 
Being  Minted 


Crowns  are  being  struck  a( 
the  Royal  Mint  «ln  London. 
Crowns,  or  five  shilling  pieces, 
are  ver>*  seldom  minted  now  but 
Just  occasionally  they  are  speci- 
ally made  for  a particular  occa- 
sion and  this  new  Issue  la  In 
honor  of  the  Festival  of  Britain. 
Festival  crowns  wUI  look  exactly 
as  all  other  rrdwns,  except  (or 
the  Latin  inscription  round  the 
edge  saying  "IkSl  by  the  Industry 
of  the  people  the  state  flourishes 
1951.”  which  links  the  two  great 
British  exhibitions  separated  by 
one  hundred  years 

The  King's  head  la  on  the  ob- 
verse of  the  crown  and  on  the 
reverse  Is  the  figure  of  St. 
George  and  the  Dragon  which 
people  of  older  generations  can 
remember  on  aovereigns  and 
half  suvereigns.  Thla  design  the 
work  of  an  Italian  artist  called 
Pistruccl.  has  been  In  use  for 
about  one  hundred  and  thirty 
years,  which  Is  almost  as  long  as 
the  present  buildings  of  the 
Royal  Mint  have  stood.  It  Is  ne- 
cessary  to  go  back  exactly  four 
hundr^  years,  to  1551  In  King 
K'Bvard  the  Sixiih'a  reign,  to  find 
ihe  first  crown  piece  In  Britain, 
mat  there  had  one  In  every 
reign  since  thes.  excepting  those 
of  Lady  Jane  Crey  and  Edward 
(he  Eighth. 

'The  minting  of  coins  la  a com- 
monplace engineering  process.*’ 
Mid  the  BBC’s  Industrial  corre- 
Bpondent.  Bertram  Mycock.  "untU 
they  (Teach  the  stamping  machine 
which  turns  them  from  blank

On  the 
average,  relatively  little  watering 
should  be  needed,  providing  the 
land  is  In  good  ron^tioo.  wdth  a 
high  organic  matter  content  due 
to  incorporation  of  manure,  com- 
post or  green  manuring  crops, 
and  kept  eompsrstlvely  weed 
free. 

Planti  which  often  auff^  from 
lack  of  moisture  sUch  ss  toma- 
toes. com.  beans  and  the  vine 
erope.  have  so  far  made  relatively 
little  demand  on  the  soil’s  moist 
ure  supply.  It  Is  Uter  on.  when 
pods  and  ‘fruits  which  contain 
such  s large  proportion  of  water 
are  developing,  that  a shortage 
of  water  will  drastically  curtail 
the  oop. 

An  exceas  of  water  in  the  early 
part  of.dhe  season  will  tend  to 
produce  a large  plant  which  will 
lead.  If  not  followed  up  by  an 
ample  supply,  to  conditions  such 
as  blossom  end  rot  In  tomatoes.
